USELESS WORK. 


The C hristian .Missions in China are a 
Com plete Failure. 
W ashington, August 12:h.—Lieutenant 
Wood ot the United Stales Navy has been 
m uch in China and the E tst, and publicly 
speaks as follows of the American mission­ 
aries in China and Corea: 
“ It is not ex­ 
travagant to say that the work oí the mis­ 
sionaries in China and Corea has been ab­ 
solutely w ithout any result, except to hold 
them up to the ridicule of the natives. 
It 
has been before stated, and I concur in the 
belief, that there is not a Chinese convert 
to Christianity of sound mind to-day w ith­ 
in the entire extent of China. 
“The converts we hear of in this country 
are merely menials employed about quar­ 
ters of missionaries, who, for a salary of $4 
per m onth, become converts. 
But when 
they are discharged there is no further evi­ 
dence of their change of m ind. The m is­ 
sionaries do not m ix with the natives to 
any considerable extent, and m any of their 
meetings are not only conducted in E n­ 
glish, but with the missionaries themselves 
as audiences. 
“As for a noblem an of Corea or a m an­ 
darin of China ever acknowledging the 
Christian faith, such a thing was never 
heard of. The missionaries are looked 
upon about as is the Salvation Army in 
America, only to a degree ten times as 
great. The Chinatnan, for instance, has a 
respect ¡or his language which am ounts to 
reverence. 
Even a stray piece of papar 
covered with Chinese characters would be 
picked up by them and burned. 
"V on will understand with w hat feel 
iDgs they regard the translation of the 
Bible the missionaries have prepared for 
them when you know that this is a lingo 
which stands in the same relation to the 
classical language of the country, which is 
used in court, and is the official language 
all over that country, that an obscure 
negro dialect of Louisians bears to classi­ 
cal English. 
Only educated Chinese are 
able to use this langnage. 
“ They all have the same respect for it, 
and it is in that the precepts of Confucius 
are given to the people. 
When the mis­ 
sionaries located in Foo Chow they learned 
the language of that locality,' and, of 
course, conld use no other, either in speech 
or to write, in m aking a translation. There 
is a gradual change in the lingoes of China, 
which is seen distinctly in a distance o! 
fifty miles, but tbe tongue of tbe m an­ 
darins is universally used bv the educated 
and reverenced by everyone!”

Ill*' T om b o f B u ck le. 
A traveler just arrived in London from 
Damascus gives some details about the 
present condition and surroundings of 
Buckle’s grave. 
Though it was left so 
long after his death without a stone even 
to mark it, that it had become almost lost 
under a rank growth of thistles and coarse 
grass, the altar-tomb of marble and black 
basalt that was at length erected is now in­ 
closed in a high wall with a padlocked 
gate. Next to Buckle’s tomb are tlie 
tombs of two rather remarkable women. 
The first is that of the Countess Teleki, a 
daughter of Lord Langdale, who specially 
desired that her grave should be next to 
Buckle’s, and the next is that of Lady 
Elleaborough, erected by her brother, 
Lord Digbyt with an Arabic inscription 
from the Koran, placed upon it by her 
later husband, the Arab Sheikh, in singular 
proximity to the cross which forms part of 
the monument. 
On Buckle’s tomb, also— 
on which, however there is no cross—there 
is an Arabic inscription suggested by the 
famous Etnir Abd-el-Kader. 


Trout th a t R em em b er. 
“ Some time before the death of Seth 
Green, the celebrated New York ¡1 r.-t cult- 
urist and naturalist,” said a Philadelphian 
who takes great interest in piscicultnral 
matters, “Í paid a visit with him to the 
fish hatchery of that State at Caledonia. 
In one of the ponds there at that time 
were 5,000 large brook trout, every one of 
which had been captured with the tlv— 
tied on barbies? honks—in imfrequeuted 
brooks in the Adirondack region. 
These 
trout, Mr. ( ¡reen said, had convinced him 
that fish have reasoning power aud memo­ 
ry. 
When they were hooked and were 
reeled slowly in by the careful fishermen 
who were capturing them for Ihe State 
pond, they had time and opportunity to 
note tlie form and character of the tackle 
that made them prisoners. 
According to 
Mr. Green, they never forgot that experi­ 
ence. 
The trout had been in the pond a 
long time, the females never being allowed 
to spawn there, and would follow Mr. 
Green as he walked along tlie edge of tiie 
water tos-ing hits of liver iuto it. To 
show that his tbeory about their memory 
and reason was correct, lie would carry a 
cane'an.1 fi.di rod concealed behind his 
back. 
If lie took the cane from its con­ 
cealment and held it out over tlie water 
the fish paid no attention to it, rut the 
moment he produced the rod with its reel 
and line attached away the tront scam­ 
pered like a flash, to distant parts of the 
pond. 
Mr. Green told me that he would 
jierinit anyone to cast a fly in th.it pond to 
his heart’s content, as he was satist:- ■! that 
not one of the trout would come r.t or it, 
so vividly did they remember their caemv 
of live years ago.”

IMPRESSIONS OF RUSSIA. 


T hat false impressions obtain in this 
country, as well as in many others, con' 
cerning Russia, is undeniable. 
T he recent 
work of the accomplished observer and 
critic, the Danish publicist, Braudes, will 
go far toward correcting popular error in 
this direction. 
Dr. Brandes is a very 
shrewd politician and critic, a keen ob­ 
server, and a bold and charm ing w riter. 
No one has more plainly, entertainingly 
o r vigorously w ritten of Russia. 
H e as­ 
sures us th a t the present condition in R us­ 
sia 
"Is neither the result of a stagnation fora 
thousand years, nor of a uniform progress to­ 
ward the better, which lias been too slow and 
much delayed, nor of a retrograde movement in 
culture uninterruptedly coutiuued for a long 
time. It is the product of a reaction now twen­ 
ty-five ve&rs old, constantly fortified anew by 
insurrections and attempts at assassination." 
Concerning the Czar, he says there is 
no w ant of good-will and earnestness on his 
part. 
H e declares th a t justice is done 
everyw here and in all circles, to liis char­ 
acter. 
H e declares th a t A lexander likes 
to see honorable and upright men about 
him , and th a t he was sincerely grieved, 
nay, angry, at the corruption and deceit 
th a t during the last Russo-Turkish war 
extended even to the highest officers of the 
arm y, and had so large a share in the un­ 
favorable progress of the campaign. 
He 
is a man of honor; but not the great man 
and leader who is needed at this moment 
upon the throne of Russia, notw ithstand­ 
ing th at it is a misfortune to any country 
to need a great ruler—but it is a greater 
m isfortune for it not to h».-c --one when 
needed. 
Dr. Brandes declares that the 
present Em peror is a splendid example of 
virtuouslife. 
H e is the first Russian ruler 
for a century—indeed, tbe first of all, 
“ w hofurnishes an exam ple of an occupant 
of the throne of Russia, about whose rela­ 
tions to the other sex even evil tongues 
have not had the slightest thing to report. 
T he men or the women who have occupied 
it have, from all time, been renowned for 
th eir erotic extravagances.” Dr. Brandes 
declares 
th at 
the 
changeableness— 
am ounting 
to 
w him siicality often—of 
m otive 
and 
action 
among the aris­ 
tocratic 
class 
in 
Russia, 
is unparal­ 
lel id by th at of any nation. T he examples 
he presents of this truth are not only num ­ 
erous and romantic, hut furnish the k ey ­ 
notes and suggest much of the m aterial for 
dram atic sensational composition th at will 
delight the novelist and playw right. 
The 
C ourt runs riot w ith frivolity aliout the 
most exem plary of Emperors, and is rife 
w ith irregularities that neither react upon 
the throne nor spring from it. 
W e can 
understand much better, in th e light this 
observer sheds ujion Russian society and 
character, the reason th a t has inspired the 
Czar to severely punish G rand 
Duke 
Alexis, even condemning him to Sitiería 
for a term, for his notoriously scandalous 
conduct and the defiant attitude he as­ 
sumed tow ard the public in his illicit re­ 
lations with the beautiful Countess Beau- 
liarnais. T he recent telegraphic dispatches 
th a t attributed to the Czar political jeal­ 
ousy and anger in punishing Alexis, were 
probably incorrect, for according to Dr. 
B randy, the Emperor is actuated in these 
m atters by his abhorrence of crim inality 
of 
relation between 
the princes and 
princesses of the royal and aristocratic 
circles. 
W ithin the royal family lie at 
least can make his power felt, however im ­ 
possible it may l>e for him to reform the 
entire aristocratic circle of Russia. 
T he review by Dr. Braudes of the polit­ 
ical condition of Russia, of the intellectu­ 
ality of the em pire which has its seat in 
Poland, of the prison system that tarnishes 
nearly all thaaipcommendable, ought to find 
a greatly wider reading among thinking 
people than it is likely to have in its pres­ 
ent book form, though Mr. Eastm an has 
presented the translation in an admirable 
m anner. 
If 
newspajiers would publish 
occasional chapters from Brandes’ book of 
Russian observations, the general public 
would find them the most readable, often 
the most rom antic and always most in­ 
structive and entertaining of m atter, and 
a great deal of popular error concerning 
the largest nation of the earth would be 
dissipated. 


A MATTER OF SPEED. 


The San Francisco iT'letin in this ageof 
“the possibility of the irujiossilile,” says: 
According to a recent report, an inventor has 
oonMnicted an electric motor that will draw a 
light train of cars at a maximum rale of three 
miles in a miuute. or 180 miles an b o u t! Not 
quite so last, it you please. It m.»y be possible 
to construct an iion track < ver which a three 
tou motor can be driven at that speed without 
d- stroviugthe track 
but tluheavv locomotive 
cannot safely do more than a mile a minute 
and at lh«t ra'c of speed is liable 10 batter the 
Tails. Ti e eoneussiou Is very crest, esp* inliv 
ii any wheel is a ¡ tile out of true. As a m atter 
of facr, the perfectly round wheel on any lo-o- 
molive or car does not exist. A three-ton m >tor 
could not I a: drivtn on any railway yet con­ 
structed a the rate of three miles in a'arinu c. 
It is not known that our contemporary 
has the gift of prophecy, or that it has the 
future in itsespeci.il keeping. Its mechan­ 
ical knowledge is certainly at fault. 
Mr. 


Weems, the inventor of the new motor, has 
not justified the assumption that the rail­ 
road track as we know it w ill be used in 
his system. 
Certainly a three-to^ motor 
would not be adapted to the ordinary track, 
nor at a high rate of speed would it be 
likely to keep the line ; or, if that could 
be secured, would it have sufficient trac' 
tion to drag after it a train of small cars? 
Nor has it been given out that a track for 
wheels would be essential for the new- 
motor. 
Not knowing what the inventor’s 
line is to be, we can nevertheless conceive 
of 
propulsion upon 
a 
track 
without 
usual car wheels, the momentum being 
gained by the agency of electrical mechan­ 
ism that may eliminate the blow of wheels 
upon the ends of rails, and also the trac­ 
tive element altogether. 
A 
three-ton 
motor is a very small affair at best, and we 
can fancy machinery of that weight moving 
at marvelous sjieed within or between very 
slight grooves, or swung upon rails from 
which displacement will be next to im­ 
possible. 
We are* disposed in this age of 
marvels, of scientific research and mechan­ 
ical achievement, to accept trustfully the 
promise of almost anything regarding com­ 
munication between distant points, and 
transportation of matter. 
It is entirely 
l>ossible for the men of 1899 to be daily 
using small motors propelling vehicles of 
some order at the rate of 180 miles an 
hour, and for the intelligences of 1899 to 
be amused at tbe incredulity of such in 
1889 as doubted the possibility promised 
in the matter of speed. 


A n ew spa per quarrel is in progress in 
S in Francisco over the question w hether 
or not it is possible to bring Chinatown in 
th at city w ithin the operation of such dis­ 
ciplinary methods and sanitary regulations 
as are applied to other residents. 
I t is 
held on the one hand th at the agitation of 
the subject gives comfort to the friends of 
Chinese im m igration 
and cripples the 
anti-Chinese crusade. 
On the other side 
it is contended th a t the fact that the Chi­ 
natown nuisance is not handled w ith vigor 
by the authorities turns public sentim ent 
at the Last against us in this m atter of the 
exclusion of Chinese laborers. 
W e are 
strongly inclined to believe th at greatest 
strength resides in the position last indi­ 
cated. 
W e know as a m atter of fact th at 
a t the East there is prevalent the belief 
th at the Chinatown nuisances in California 
are not abated benause we wish to use 
them as frightful examples of th e results 
of the admission of the Chinese. 
W e be­ 
lieve th at there is not a city or town in 
th e ^ ta te th at cannot enforce cleanliness, 
and th at cannot require strict observance 
of sanitary laws on the part of the Chinese. 
W e cannot afford to confess inability to 
do so. 
I t may be a difficult task, but it 
certainly can be done, and th at it is not is 
a reproach to the State and the coast. The 
attitude of the R ecord-U xion upon the 
question of Chinese exclusion is not sus­ 
ceptible of being misunderstood. 
For 
many years it has labored diligently to 
bring about restriction of the im migration 
of Chinese laborers, but it fails to see how, 
in any manner, a demand for the suppres­ 
sion of Chinatown nuisances can be con­ 
strued into friendliness for the pro-C’hinese 
sentim ent, as seems to be the disposition 
in some quarters. 
W hether effectually 
excluded or not, in the present or the 
future, the regulation, according to usual 
sanitary laws, of the Chinese quarters of 
our cities and towns is possible and should 
lie insisted upon. 
The interests of a cer­ 
tain class of property-owners 
will 
be 
affected in the region of th e pocket nerve 
by enforcement of the laws and ordinances 
of the State and of cities in this m atter of 
abating Chinatown nuisances, but opposi­ 
tion springing from such interests should 
only emphasize the necessity for executing 
the laws. I f the American citizen should be 
required, as he is, to observe the sanitary 
ordinances, there can be no possible excuse 
advanced for failure to require sim ilar ob­ 
servance from aliens residing in our midst. 


I t is quite evident th a t our Canadian 
bretheren have cooled considerably on the 
subject of retaliation for the seizure of the 
schooner Black Diamond. 
T hey have 
found by overhauling th eir works on 
international law, th at th e act of the Cap­ 
tain of the schooner in m aking the custo­ 
dian of the boat a prisoner, was an offense 
for which tue L nited ¡States Government 
has the rig h t to call upon the B ritish 
G overnm ent to re-tore the schooner to its 
custodian. 
They are also discovering th at 
the more the Behring Sea question is ex­ 
amined, the stronger grows the claim of 
the U nited States, th at the waters are 
w ithin our jurisdiction, and exclusively so. 


T h e case of the French Republic is a 
s rong one as presented by the Procureur- 
G eceral against Boulanger.

EXIT. 


T ou gh s F a ll O ver E a c h O th er in a M ail 
E n d ea v o r to L eave T r a rk ee. 
[Truckee Republican.] 
The num ber of tough individuals who 
have left Truckee since last Saturday night 
is variously estimated from 75 to 200, but it 
is probable that the latter figare is too high, 
and that the total num ber of departures 
will not exceed 100. B ut for a town the 
size of Truckee the presence of 100 toughs 
is sufficient to be felt, and the sadden de- 
C 
arture of the m ain num ber is an event to 
e welcomed. There were very few good­ 
byes said, there were no affectionate fare­ 
wells said nor heart-breaking leave-taking, 
no tears were shea and no blessings be­ 
stowed upon those who were about to go, 
never to return. W ben the 601 issued their 
edict it was a wild rush and a scramble to 
see who would get a favorable seat on the 
blind baggage car, or a comfortable position 
on a brake-beam. 
W hen the first passen­ 
ger train came in there was a big crowd of 
vags who scrambled over each other try­ 
ing to get on the train. The situation was 
laughable. Most of the exiled went west 
and the Sacram ento papers report that 
that place is being filled with refueees from 
Truckee. It is not likely that~m any of 
them can stay in a place long but they will 
piobablv scatter in various directions. 
The events of the past week show how 
brave some men are w ith their jaw, and 
how cowardly they are at heart. One 
blackleg from San Francisco declared that 
by ----- , no m an could make him leave 
Truckee. This was on Mondav. 
He left 
on the first train Tuesday night. There 
were a num ber of such cases. On W ednes­ 
day most of the toughs had gone. By 
Thursday there was only a very few left, 
and as they showed a disposition to brave 
it out, there was a “comm ittee" meeting 
and a personal notice was served on them 
and they promised to go. Jerry SheridaD 
refused to go, so yesterday he was arrested 
on a charge of vagrancy. 
H e then began 
to realize his position, and when a friend 
told him confidentially that it was the in ­ 
tention of the citizens to take him from 
the jail and hang him , he turned pale and 
his knees rattled against each other, so 
great was his fright. 
H e was given a 
chance to see a lawyer, and im proved the 
opportunity to escape. The last seen of 
him was a small streak np the track. 
It is 
reported that there is yet two or three indi­ 
viduals in town who should be made to 
git, and it is likely that they will get their 
walking papers to-night. 
It is also reported 
that some of the Jibboom street women are 
hiding their pets. Thi3 will surely be in­ 
vestigated and the hiders as well as the 
hidden will be sum m arily dealt with. 
1’raise 6011 Truckee is now once more 
respectable. 
The work was very neatly 
done and a great success has been achieved. 
The work now to be done consists in keep­ 
ing done that which hasbeen accomplished. 
These toughs must never return, nor must 
any of their kind be perm itted to abide 
w ithin the precincts of Truckee. 


JAPANESE PHEASANTS. 


A\m ili 1 They be a D esirable Acquisition 
to California Game Itirtls? 
The State Board of Fish Commissioners 
will meet to-day in San Francisco, and 
among other things will probably take 
some action regarding the im portation of 
Eastern and foreign game birds, as pro­ 
vided in an am endm ent to the game law 
adopted by the last Legislature. Pheasants 
are referred to as one of the species of 
birds that it has been thought would be a 
desirable acquisition to the game of the 
State. Before deciding to im port any of 
these birds the Board should acquaint itself 
wish all the facts possible concerning the 
habits of these birds. 
A few years ago 
they were introduced into N orthern Ore­ 
gon, and have m ultiplied rapidly. But, in 
proportion to their increase, the quails have 
decreased, until now it is said to be impos­ 
sible to find a covey of quails in neighbor­ 
hoods where they were plentiful before 
the advent of the pheasants. 
W ell informed and observant sportsmen 
of N orthern Oregon declare that the pheas­ 
ants have killed or driven off the quails in 
every locality where the former have made 
their appearance. 
The pheasant is a 
beautiful, but a very pugnacious bird, so 
much so that it is often crossed with the 
native game fowl to produce good fighters. 
Moreover, it is said to be a very unsatis­ 
factory bird to hunt. 
It does not lie well 
to the dog, but depends largely upon its 
pedestrian powers to elude the sportsman 
and his dog; and, as no true SDOrt can be 
had on upland game that will not lie to the 
dog, it is difficult to see wherein sports­ 
men would be benefited by exchanging the 
quail for the pheasant. 
The San Francisco Call asserts that the 
members of the presem Board of Fish 
CommUsionjp3 are noue of them practical 
sportsmen—indeed, th at they could not 
distinguish between the sexes of tbe trout 
family—and holds that men who are not 
well informed as to the habits of fishes and 
game cannot be efficient Commissioners. 
However this may be, it certainly behooves 
the Commissioners to make a thorough 
inquiry regarding the value of pheasants as 
game birds before deciding to bring them 
into the Slate. 
The last issue of the 
Breeder and Sportsman contains a num ber 
of letters on tbe subject from residents of 
Oregon, which m ight throw some light on 
ihe subject, as Oregon is the only part of 
the Union in which pheasants have been 
introduced.

SUFFERING FOR WATER. 


Short Crops in th e N orthern Counties, 
Because of a D rought. 
The traveling correspoudent of the K ec- 


ord U nion writes as follows from Etna, 
Siskiyou county, under date of the 9:h : 
In the upper end of Sierra valley there 
will be a half crop of wheat aud oats and 
an average hay crop. 
American valley will have a half crop 
of hay and grain and a good crop of ap­ 
ples. 
• Indian valley, Fltim as county, will have 
a good crop of hay, but will fall short in 
the matter of grain from former years. The 
apple crop is good. 
The Big Meadows’hay crop will not come 
up to that of last year. 
Honey Lake valley will fall short in hay 
and grain, but the apple crop is good. 
W ater has failed in m any wells and springs, 
while, stiange to say, water has sprung up 
in dry places, and some weak springs have 
been made strong with water oi a m ilkish 
color. 
The people cannot account for it, 
unless by the frequent earthquakes in the 
last month. 
Horae L ike vaiiey, Lassen county, is a 
sm all valley 
of about 
three 
ranches. 
Shomeway Ranch, now belonging to Albert 
Galatiu, will cut 250 tons of hay—hardlv a 
half crop 
Madeline plains, the upper end, 
wiii hardly have a half crop of bay. 
On tbe South Fork of P it river, in Modoc 
county, there is hardly a half crop, where 
they have iirigated. 
The failure of the 
hay crop aud water, with no feed in the 
mountains, will be hard on stock and stock- 
luen. Farm ers will not have groin enough 
for seed for the next year. 
S urtrise valley is alm ost a failure. 
In Guos" Lake vaiiey there is about the 
same. The outlook for these people is not 
good. 
If we should have a hard winter crops in 
Big valley wiii be shorter than for many 
years. They have had less rain (and no 
snow iu the mountains) than for many 
years. 
H ot Springs valley will have about one- 
tbird of a crop. 
I stopped and took a look 
at these hot springs. 
I got three eggs, put 
them in my handkerchief, tied it the end 
of a stick and put the eggs in the middle 
ot the spring. 
In five m inutes I had hard- 
boiled eggs tor lunch. 
Fall River valley is dry enough to burn. 
The farmers there may have a haif-crop. 
Many of these places I have mentioned will 
have to send below for their flour. 
Shasta valley has not had such short 
crops for m any years. Tbe apple crop 
promised large, but owing to the failure of 
the water supply will not fill out. 
Scott’s vaiiey is some better, but not so 
good as in former years. 
The town of Yreka is alm ost w ithout 
water. 
Many wells have gone dry, but the 
tow n wiii in a few weeks have plenty of 
w atir from a new water company. The 
weather is hot in the middle of the day, and 
tbe air filled with smoke. 
This is tbe first 
day m e sun has shown clear for two weeks.

CITY TRUSTEES. 


PBOTESTS AGAINST THE OPENING OF 
CERTAIN THOROUGHFARES. 


A Stonc-Y ar«l for 
P riso n L ab or — O ld

The City Trustees met in regular weekly 
session yesterday. Present—Mayor Gregory 
and Trustees McLaughlin am AVolfe. 
The Water Works report showed that 
daring the week there were pumped 44,­ 
481,250 gallons of water, the Holly pump 
working 113 hours, and the Stevens pump 
147 hours. 
A remonstrance was received from prop- 
erty-owners in the northeastern portion of 
the city against the opening of the streets 
and alleys between F and I, Twenty-sixth 
and Thirty-first streets, as heretofore peti­ 
tioned for. 
C. H . Todd appeared before the Board 
and argued in support of the remonstrance, 
claiming that there was no present necessity 
for the opening of the same, but if the 
Board of Trustees should determine other­ 
wise, he, for one, would cheerfully acqui­ 
esce. 
Mayor Gregory said that if it were shown 
that any necessity existed for the opening 
of those streets and alleys it would be done. 
T. C. Churchman, one of the petitioners 
for the opening of the streets, claimed that 
the people who wanted to use those thor­ 
oughfares had the right to have them 
opened. People who owned property in 
that vicinity—if they believed the opening 
of those streets would enhance the value 
thereof—had the right to demand them 
opened. He claimed that thq.opDosition to 
the petition came from persons who did 
not want to tell any of their property, and 
the opening of streets would increase their 
taxes. 
After some further discussion, the Board 
decided to postpone action in the matter, 
and in the meantime to visit the locality 
in question and determine for themselves 
as to the necessity for opening the streets. 
It was decided to advertise for bids for 
the construction of a fence in the rear of 
the City Jail to inclose a stone-breaking 
yard, the fence to be 173 feet one way by 
120 another, and 14 feet high. 
On the recommendation of Street Com­ 
missioner McLaughlin, the time for im ­ 
proving 'he alley between J and K, Sixth 
and Seventh streets, was extended sixty 
days. i 
An order was passed establishing the 
official grade ef Seventeenth street from O 
to R. 
_ William Mulleney submitted a prelim­ 
inary estimate of the cost of constructing a 
brick sewer on Seventeenth street, from R 
to T, the figure being $2,958 40. 
_ An ordinance was passed, under suspen­ 
sion of the rules, relating to awnings, 
porches, etc 
It provides that it shall be 
unlawful for any person to repair, add to 
or improve any awning or porch already 
erected over the sidewalks within the fol­ 
lowing limits: From the east side of Front 
to the west side of Twelfth street, and from 
the north side of I to the south side of L 
street, without permission of the Bqard of 
Trustees. The ordinance further prescribes 
that all awnings hereafter erected within 
the above district shall be by direct support 
from the building or buildings, and the 
outer ei>e must be thirteen feet above the 
sidewalk. 
Fred. Kolliacr appeared before the Board 
and complained that he was charged an ex­ 
orbitant rate for water used in his business 
as druggist. 
A couple of street-sprinkling contractors 
came in with a "kick” at the hours pre­ 
scribed for sprinkling. They wanted per­ 
mission to sprinkle certain outlying streets 
in the forenoon, claiming that they could 
not get sufficient water during the hours f ^ 
irrigation (from 5 to 8 o’clock) to enable 
them to give satisfaction to property-own- 
ers. 
Mayor Gregory announced that he had 
hsen served with an alternative writ of 
mandate from the Superior Court, in the 
case of L. W. Farrell against the city, re­ 
quiring the Board to levy a special tax to 
raise money for the payment of the salaries 
of police officers. 
The Clerk was instructed to advertise for 
proposals for the building of a brick wall 
in the City Cemetery at an estimated cost 
of $252. (The purpose is to grade a portion 
of the cemetery for a new plat.) 
The Board condemned the remainder of 
the sidewalk on the south half of the block 
between J and K, Third and Fourth streets, 
which completes the condemnation of the 
sidewalk around that half block to the 
alley on Fourth street, by Megerle’s store. 
The matter of fixing the time in which 
the new sidewalk shall be constructed was 
referred to the Street Commissioner. 
An order was also made condemning the 
sidewalk on the west side of Fifth street, 
from 1 ti> the alley. 
The Sidewalk Inspector was instructed 
to have the inequalities in the sidewalk on 
the_ south side of J street, between 8ixth 
and Seventh, corrected. 
Charles Heiseu presented a demand for 
the salary of a policeman, which he said 
he had advanced, purchasing the officer’s 
demand for a warrant. He was told to 
wait and see how the case now before the 
Courts should terminate. 
^ Street Commissioner McLaughlin moved 
that the City Engineer be instructed to em­ 
ploy a consulting engineer and to ascertain 
the facta relative to the difference in the 
grade of the sidewalks of Messrs. McXasser 
and Nottingham, on Teuth street, between 
L and M, and that said inequality be rec­ 
tified. 
It was so ordered, and after allowing a 
number of bills, the Board adjourned. 


MAMIE KELLY’S WATCH. 


B u r g la r W illia m s T e lls H o w H e H a p ­ 
p e n e d to G et W h e re I t W a s. 
An alcoholic individual giving the name 
of Ed. Williams, and who is strongly sus­ 
pected as being one of Truckee's exiled 
‘‘four hundred,” was examined in the 
Police Court yesterday on a charge of burg­ 
lary. 
Miss Mamie Kelly was sworn as a wit­ 
ness, and testified that on Saturday fore­ 
noon she went np to her bed-room to dress 
for lunch and was horrified to see a man in 
the room. He was in the act of pocketing 
a tine gold watch belonging to her when 
she interrupted him. She was frightened, 
of course, and ran screaming to the front 
door. Police officer LowelL happened to 
be in the neighborhood and hastened over 
to the Kelly residence, which is located on 
Sixth street, between H and I. Ho caught 
W illiams in the bath-room, and also re­ 
covered the watch, which thei intruder had 
bidden behind a bureau. 
“ What are you doing here?” was the 
officer’s demand. 
“ Nuthin',” laconically replied Williams. 
Despite this, however, Williams was 
locked up. 
Officer Lowell corrobora'ed Miss Kelly's 
statement on the witness stand, and added 
that, after bringing Williams to the prison 
the latter told him that be had been drunk 
and did not mean to take the watch. 
The prisoner took the stand, and. in his 
own behalf, testified that lie was "looking 
for a friend from the mountains.” and in 
his intoxicated condition imagined that bis 
friend lived in the Kelly residence. So be 
entered the place by means of the rear 
entrance. He did not remember of having 
touched any watch. He could not give 
any satisfactory information reearding the 
“friend from the mountains," and his 
story as a whole was of a “fishy” nature. 
Judge Buckley consideted it a proper 
case for the Superior Court to look after, 
and ordered Williams into the custody of 
the Sheriff to be held for such trial.

The row got somewhat 
animated and Pennish ordered Bell off bis 
premises. The latter obeyed, but dared 
Pennish out into the street to fight. Ttiis 
did not have the desired efiect. however, 
acd the battle of words continued. Finally 
they got into clcae quarters again and Pea- 
nish knocked the old man down, set him 
up on bis feet agaia and told him to run 
home. 
A youDg man named McGrath, who lives 
in the neighb irhoo 1 where the trouble oc­ 
curred, detailed these fucts, adding that 


Bell staggered about as though he was in­ 
toxicated.

“ Well, now, your Honor,” said Bell, 
tnrniDg to. the Court, 'T m going to sub- 
pena the bull city of Sacramento to testify 
that 1 was never seen drunk in the last 
eighteen years. That sets harder on me 
than anything else. I never —” 
“Do you want to ask this witness any 
more questions ?” interrupted Judge Buck­ 
ley.

Another good work done by the Trustees 
is the condemnation of certain dilapidated 
sidewalks. At the rate progress is beiDg 
made in this direction, it will not be long 
until the sidewalks in a goodly portion of 
the business blocks will be largely of the 
patent stone or cement. 


T h e y W ill 31 o ve A w ay . 
Police officers Morelli and Chambers ar­ 
rested the Cuneo family, consisting of 
husband, wife, a 17-year-old daughter, and 
a small child, for keeping a disorderly 
house. Mr. and Mrs. Cuneo, it appears, 
quarrel every day and twice on Sundays 
over who shall seek the hand of their 
daughter aDdthesurrounding neighborhood 
gets very little sleep in consequence.

MATTERS DEBATED BY THE IMPROVE­ 
MENT ASSOCIATION. 


H ow S h all th e V isitin g G ran gers b e E n ­ 


terta in ed ?—S id ew a lk an d S treet 


Im p ro v em en ts—E tc. 


The regular monthly meeting of the Ex­ 
ecutive Committee of the City and County 
Improvement Association was held last 
evening at Secretary Baker's office, Presi­ 
dent Luhrs in the chair. 
There were pres­ 
ent, F. R. Dray, D. A. Lindley, John 
Batcher, E. Grunsky, 8. C. Tryon, W. D. 
Comstock, O. W. Erlewine and R. H. 
Hawley. 
President Luhrs, of the Awning and 
Sidewalks Committee, reported that he had 
labored hard with the Trustees in behalf 
of the passage of an ordinance prohibiting 
farther repairs to wooden awnings, and 
was happy to say that the Board had 
passed such an ordinance. 
A member of the committee called at­ 
tention to the noxious odors that come 
from the refuse matter thrown out of the 
Capital Cannery, near the north levee. It 
was stated that when the north wind blows 
it is almost Impossible for persons to live in 
that vicinity. 
The Committee on Garbage 
was notified to attend to tbe matter of 
causing the Health Officer to do his dntv 
in the premises. 
It was also stated that the ordinance reg­ 
ulating street signs was beiDg quite gener­ 
ally ignored, and this also will be looked 
after. 
The Secretary was instructed to notify 
the Levee Committee to give attention to 
the levees. This is the proper season of 
the year to make repairs, if any are 
needed. 
President Luhrs spoke of the poor 
spriukling service that the people received 
for the $10,000jexpended during the season. 
He said that in some parts of the city the 
streets are so dusty that one cannot see a 
vehicle a block away. 
Other members ¡of the committee made 
similar complaints, and it was decided that 
all mrmbers of the committee should call 
upon the Trustees and urge that bodv to 
require the sprinkling contractors to live 
up strictly to their contracts. 
President Luhrs thought that something 
ought to be done toward securing a drive­ 
way out ot the city in some direction that 
would be good driving summer and win­ 
ter. He believed that a road composed of 
bituminous rock would prove a good thing, 
and had no doubt the Supervisors and 
Trustees would aid an enterprise of this 
kind. He had asked for the figures per 
mile on a thirty-foot roadway. 
E. L. Hawk of Piacer county appeared 
before the Board and stated that he came 
on behalf of the Grangers of his county to 
ascertain what arrangements, if any, had 
been made for the entertainment of the 
members of the State Grange in this city in 
October next, and the National Grange in 
November. The Grangers of Placer county 
thought that an exhibit of fruits and other 
products should be made in this city dur- 
lpg the sessions of tbe State Grange aiid the 
National Grange. There are several Sacra- 
mentans who are members of the Placer 
Granges, and they all desire that a commit­ 
tee be appointed by the Improvement As­ 
sociation to meet with the Grangers at 
Roseville, to see what could be done in the 
matter of getting up an exhibit. 
F. R. Dray said that the State Grange had 
money voted with which to entertain the 
National Grange. He did not see what the 
Improvement Association could do in the 
matter, as it would be too expensive. 
Mr. Lindley thought the Mayor of the 
city should call a meeting to see what 
could be done in the matter of entertaining 
the State Grange. 
Mr. Erlewine thought that the citizens 
here were not called upon to entertain the 
State Grange any more than any other or­ 
der that happens to meet here.' It would 
be proper and desirable to get up as fine an 
exhibit as possible in the way of the pro­ 
ducts of tbis section, but that was as far as 
he thought the city should go. 
Mr. Hawk thought it would pay to have 
a good exhibit here for the State Grange, 
and that would stimulate the latter to 
make the exhibit still more attractive for 
the National Grange. 
Mr. Grunsky moved that the use of the 
Permanent Exposition buildiDg be tendered 
to the State Grange for the purpose of 
making an exhibit during its session, to be 
extended till the National Grange meetiDg. 
Also, that a committee of five be added to 
the standing Committee on Permanent Ex­ 
hibits to confer with tbe Granges repre­ 
sented by Mr. Hawk, and to have charge of 
that matter. 
The motion was carried, and the Chair 
appointed as said committee Messrs. Greg­ 
ory, Erlewine, Grunsky, Lindley and Cole­ 
man. 
Secretary Baker suggested that some­ 
thing should be dune to cause the police to 
have the streets cleaned up, trees trimmed 
of their low-hanging branches and in gen­ 
eral to have the city placed in proper con­ 
dition for the reception of visitors from 
abroad. 
It was decided to have the matter called 
to the attention of the city authorities. 
The monthly report of Manager Medley 
ot the Exposition Building was submitted. 
It showed that during the month 903 per­ 
sons had visited the place. Applications 
had been filed by 115 persons, to date, so­ 
liciting employment, but no employers 
have applied for help. 
After allowing the usual monthly bills 
the committee adjourned. 


IT WAS SUICIDE. 


So th e C o ro n e r's J u r y F in d s in R e g a rd 
to J o h n H e n n in g ’s D e a th . 
An inquest in the case of John A. Hen­ 
ning, one of the principals in Saturday’s 
tregedy, was held last evening Deputy 
Coroner George Clark conducted the pro­ 
ceedings. 
Robert Goods, who was emphatic in his 
statements to a R e c o r d U n io n reporter, on 
the evening of tbe tragedy, that he knew 
absolutely nothing of tbe affair—ibat he 
saw nothingand heard nothing—was called 
as a witness and gave important particulars, 
in the face of his former statement. 
Goods testified that he is a special police­ 
man. “Understanding ibatashot had been 
fired on K street,” he said, “I went down 
there (to No. 702), and went into the back 
room. There I saw a man lying upon the 
floor, and a woman sitting in a chair. A 
pistol was lying on the floor, near Hen­ 
ning’s right hand. 
Shellars and some 
others were there when I gut there. The 
woman muttered some words In Spanish 
to Shellars, and then told him to unloosen 
her corsets. While he was doing this she 
said: 'I am sorry I consented to have this 
done.’ ” 
“ Was Mr. Acock there before you?” 
asked a juryman. 
“ I didu'texamine all the witnesses there,” 
replied Goods. 
“Didn't you have any conversation with 
him?” 
“No, sir.” 
Goods was th*n excused, and Jose B. 
Costello was called. He stated that he 
was in Shellars’ candy-store Saturday even­ 
ing. Mrs. Shellars was there talking to a 
Mr. Austin. Tbe latter went out and then 
Mr. Henning came in. 
He asked her if 
she was mad at him. She said no, and 
added that she did not want b-rn to come 
around any more, because when he did, he 
insulted her. Then he said : “ I am going 
to kill you and kill myself.” She said: “ I 
don't care," and sat down in a rocking- 
chair. Henning then drew his pistol aud 
shot her. She didn't move. 
Henning 
then put the pistol to his head with his lelt 
hand and shot himself. 1 J then ran up to 
the saloon at Tenth and K streets.” con­ 
tinued the witness, “and told Mr. Shellars. 
He was plavicg cards, and didn't believe 
me at fi -su” 
Charles L StantHd was the next witness. 
“ I was on the corner of Seventh and K 
streets,” said he. “ when I heard two shots 
from the candy store. I ran in and saw a 
man on the floor and a woman sitting in a 
chair. I turned the woman's head around 
to see if she was dead, and found that she 
was not. I then ran over to the Golden 
Eagle and leli phoned fora police officer. I 
weul back to the candy store then and some 
others were there. Some of them were 
giving her w ater; I told them to get 
whisky for her, and they did. The pistol 
was lying right near the cbairin which she 
sa’. It was fully six feet from Henning. 
She asked me three limes if Henning was 
dead, and when I said * yes,’ she said * poor 
fellow.’ ” 
^ 
T. J. Rfgcer slated that lie was reading a 
_ paper in the back room of the saloon next 
j door to tbe candy store, when he heard two 
shot*. He ran in’o the camly store, and 
; saw the man aud woman in the pnsiiions 
as described byStnnfi.ld. 
Hediflered from 
Goods, as tbe others did, regarding tbe 
place where the pistol l»y, staflpg that it 


was nearer the woman. 
Mrs. Shellars 
asked him for a glass of water, and he got 
it for her. Shellars came in and asked her 
where she was hit. “In the back of the 
neck.” was the reply. 8hellars then got a 
fan and began fanning her. 
John Scally testified that he was drink­ 
ing with Heüning shortly before the shoot­ 
ing, and was the last person with him be­ 
fore he entered the confectionery to do his 
deadly work. Henning alsoshowed Scally 
his pistol in a saloon. 
This concluded the testimony, and the 
matter was given to the jury. A verdict 
was soon rendered to the effect that Hen­ 
ning “came to his death from a pistol shot 
fired by himseif with suicidal in ten t” 


UNFORTUNATE TRUCKEE. 


T h e F ir e F ien d A g a in B lo w s H is B lig h t­ 
in g B r ea th F p on H er. 
Rumors were flying about the street last 
evening that Truckee, the lively lumber, 
ing village just over the summit of the 
Sierra Nevada, on the line of the Central 
Pacific Railroad, was again in ashes. A 
gentleman stopping at tbe AYestern Hotel 
received a dispatch stating that forty-two 
buildings bad been burned, including his 
livery stable, which, with the contents, he 
valued at $18,000. 
It was afterward learned that the num ­ 
ber of 
buildings burned was between 
thirty-five and forty, but the amount of 
losses could not be approximately esti­ 
mated. Owing to the recent troubles there 
with tramps and lawless characters, the 
supposition here was, naturally enough, 
that the tire was of incendiary character- 
but the R eco rd U n io n has authentic iu; 
formation to the contrary. 
The fire started in the residence of a 
railroad engineer named Dilley, and was 
the result of a delective chimney. 
When 
first seen the flames were bursting through 
the roof of the honse. The wind was blow­ 
ing from the west at the time, and the 
flames spread rapidly toward the east, de­ 
stroying that half of the town. 
Among the building destroyed were the 
new school-house, a tine structure but re­ 
cently erected, the American Hotel and 
two churches. 
The telegraph office and 
lines were saved. It is believed that most 
of the property burned was tolerably well 
insured. 
Truckee has been a singularly unfortunate 
town, as regards fire. 
Built, as it is. in a 
narrow canyon, the houses are necessarily 
huddled together compactly, and being 
mostly of pine, a fire is hard to extinguish 
when once start. Truckee has been several 
times burned, but each time rebuilt in 
better shape than before. Her citizens are 
certainly plucky and enterprising, and no 
doubt the effects of yesterday's calamity 
will shortly be effaced.

Sacramento is too convenient a center in 
some things. Every insane person, every 
pauper and every thug that some commu­ 
nities desire to get rid ot is placed upon a 
railroad train with a ticket to Sacramento* 
and here these creatures are dumped and 
left for citizens to provide for, either in 
hospitals or jails. 
Yesterday morning a man presented him­ 
self at a wholesale liquor store and wanted 
to purchase two gallons of alcohol. On 
being asked what he wanted to do with it. 
he said a friend of his was hid oat in the 
brush near town and covered with tar and 
featheis—a kind ot apparel that the citi­ 
zens of Tiuckee have lately been giving to 
those obliged to leave there on shott notice. 
The man said his friend had been thus 
coated in Truckee on Sunday, given a ticket 
to Sacramento and run out of town. He 
wanted the alcohol to wash him off. 
And so it goes. Hardly a day passes that 
some indigent, or invalid, or' criminal is 
not run in here as the cheapest way to get 
rid of them. It is about time for Sacra­ 
mento to organize a “move on” committee. 
Since the above was put in type it has 
been learned that the tarred-and-feathered 
individual (one Fagan) recently honored 
Sacramento as his place of residence. He 
was driven out of here for drawing a pistol 
on Arthur Miller, of the Rhoads & Town­ 
send House. When last heard ot he was 
scraping the. Truckee tar from his worthless 
carcass. 


HOMES IN DISTRESS.

Last night two anxious parents appeared 
at the City Prison in search ot their lost 
boys. It appears that about 2 o’clock yes­ 
terday afternoon Mrs. Nichols, who resides 
at 152G Second street, sent her seven-year- 
old son Frankie to a store to make a small 
purchase, and he secured the company of a 
playmate, Henry Schellinger, aged eight 
years, whose parents reside at 1526 Third 
street. The boys did not return, and late 
in the afternoon their parents set out to 
look for them. Learning nothing of the 
little wanderers, they fina'ly visited the 
Station-house, thinking that perhaps the 
boys bad got lost and had been taken 
there. But the police had no tidings of 
them.

N evada C it y , August 12th.—At Spiiier’g 
saloon, near You Bet, last night, an Italian 
fatally shot one of his countrymen, also 
dangerously wounded William' Shea and 
Samuel Hodge. The shooter was beaten 
so that it is thought he will die. Hodge 
was brought to the County Hospital, anil 
Shea to his home in Grass Valley. The 
Sheriff has just left for Yqp Bet. 
FURTHER PARTICULARS. 
G rass V a l l e y , August 12.h.—A sicken­ 
ing tragedy occurred Sunday night near 
You Bet Station, on the narrow gauge rail­ 
road, between half a dozen employes on 
the lumber railway being constructed by 
Cnarles W. Kitts, of this city, and the pro­ 
prietor of a wayside joint named Rudolph 
Spiller. 
The shooting was heard at 10 o’clock, and 
Mr. Kilts, who wa« in camp, was sum­ 
moned in the tavern. When he reached 
the place all was quiet, and receiving no 
answer to calls, the front door was forced. 
Here, in a drunken stupor, were found three 
men, named McLean, Roarkeand William 
Shea. A',1 were bruised and battered and a 
charge of buckshot had taken effect in 
Shea's right hip, making a wound into 
which tho fingers of a hand could be 
placed. Shea will, no doubt, die. 
In the bedroom were found Samuel 
Hodge, with a bole in his throat made by 
some ballet or pointed instalment, and a 
Swisj-ltalian. The latter is btdly bruised 
and cut about the head. Hodge may re­ 
cover. Tbe marks in the road gave evi­ 
dence of a terrible struggle, and two rods 
from the house the body of an Italian, who 
had evidently been trampled to death, was 
found. The dead man's head was a horri­ 
ble sight. His nose was broken, mouth 
jammed in, the neck di»cnlored, etc. Spiller 
cannot be found. It is (aid that he told a 
rnau that he did the shooiing. It is also 
reported that Spiller was stabbed. 
A 
smooth-bore musket was found in the bed­ 
room. Hodge and Shea have been taken 
to the County Hospital. The Coroner has 
gone to the scene. 
L i t e r —The murdered m a n 's name is 
Augustine Piazzi. 
Tiie other Italian's 
name is Gussepi Ceriui. 
The latter shot 
Hodge in self de'ense. 
Spiller shot Shea 
while he, Hodge and others, were breaking 
into his house to complete the killing of 
Cerini. 
The men were all laborers em­ 
ployed on tho railroad. It ia not known 
what caused the aflray.
